Post- bm ss 
PRINGFIEL April §.—Judge Mur- 
ray, in the County Court, overruled the 
objections to paving South Sixth street 
from Pine to Oak streets. By this decision

TOKIO, dapan, March 14.—Much has 
been said about Japan's patience in the 
face of Russia's continuous questionable 
diplomacy. It is not my intention to take 
away one iota of the credit deserved by 
the little civilized nation of the far East 
for her interesting display of diplomatic 
forbearancs, but it tis my desire to point 
out that Japan, in spite of her diplomacy, 
struck her initial blow at Ruselia the very 
instant she was fu.ly prepared for war, 
and not a moment before. 

She did not begin shuffling her diplomat- 
ic Cards with Kussia until she had prac- 
tically every battleship she needed to put 
her on an equal naval footing in eastern 
Waters completed or ready to leave the 
ways. She did not make a move until she 
possessed a fuil complement of artillery, 
guns and ammunition sufficient to equip as 
large an army as she estimated Russia 
would dare throw fnto her far-distant Si- 
berian territory. She kept her smal! arm 
ami ammunition factories working 
many months on double shifts betore the 
diploinatic war cloud was as large as a 
speck in the sky. 

It may be said truly that Russia forced 
the situation on Japan, but the statesmen 
of Japan believe that they diplomatically 
forced the psychological moment on Rus- 
sia. For many years they have realized far 
more keenly than western nations, that if 
Russia was ever to develop her eastern 
dominion successfully she must have a 
very large slice of China—in fact, al! the 
territory embodied in Manchuria and (Co- 
rea, a dozen fine harbors, the southern- 
most of which are ice free the year round 
—and these same statesmen have, with 
great foresight, systematicaily prepared Ja- 
pan for the conflict which was sure to 
come. 


Russia Was 
Outgeneraled. 


Japuns statesmen have outgeneraled 
their more clumsy diplomatic antagonists 
in Russia by an exhibition of kindly dci- 
erence (a national characteristic), which 
has misied Russians into the betief that 
Japan was really fearful ofthe conse- 
quence of war with Russia, when ali the 
time they have been Willing and anxious 
to Measure swords with her. This attitude 
has creuied the situation earnestly prayed 
for by Japanese Statesmen—that is, the 
Sympathy of nearly every civilized nation, 
and positive and potential allies, in the 
event of national combinations against 
her, have been secured, ‘and, at the same 
time, a national enthusiasm and patriotism 
have been kindled among her own peopie 
Which would cause them, from the highest 
to the lowest, to be willing to give their 
lives for their country, or, failing this, 
their fortunes or their daily pittance.

CATAPULTS TESTED BY 
MOUERN ARCHEOLOGISTS

METZ, German Lorraine, April 8.—Several] cata- 
pults, ancient engines of war, such as were used at 
at the siege of Troy and in the campaigns of Julius 
Cesar, have been dug up here from ground where 
Roman iegions, German warriors, Galic tribes, van- 
dal hordes and invading Huns in turn fought great 
battles. Though much has been written about cat- 
apults, few have ever been found to give an .ac- 
curate notion of that primitive artillery. . 

These examples are rude and ridiculous in ‘modern 
eyes, though they were formidable indeed in their 
day. They consist of wooden frames or scaffolds 
in the fashion of a monster crossbow with a sort 
of trigger to hold the leather ‘‘s:ring”’ the 
proper moment to iet it loose to drive at the @nemy 
an arrow, @ spear or a piece of rock 

These cdtapults are a striking object 
the progress made in the art of: war, especially 1 
ordinance. Projectiles used in the experiments made 
by the Lorraine Soclety of Metz were hurled 999 
feet. 

One of these pieces of artillery of the gcrea* 
Cesar’s period would cut an insignificant figure bo- 
side the 130-ton gun on Sandy Hook, which throws 
a 2400-pound 16-inch projectile 21 miles, more than 
a hundred times as far as the catapult sends a bit 
of wood or stone.

LONDON, iApril 9.—There is a joily row 

in American photographic circles and all 
over the British exhibit at St. Louis. 

The sum and substance of it all is that 
the members of the Royal Photographic 8o- 
ciety are jealous of the recognition given 
to the linked ring, which has all the honors 
in the pictorial section and a member of 
which will have the arranging of the whole 
exhibit at St. Louis. 

A. Horsley Hinton, editor of the Amateur 
Photographer, is now about due in the 
United States, where he has gone to super- 
vise the arranging and hanging of the 900 
works that have been sent over. Mr. 
Hinton represents the royal commission. 
The British exhibit of photographs is in 
three sections, pictorial, scientific and his- 
torical. The historical photographs were 
selected by Sir Benjamin Stone, the scien- 
tific by Capt. Sir’- Wm. Abney, and the pic- 
torial by G. Davidson, R. Craigie and Mr.

Commander Booth-Tucker Seeks to 
Solve the Shoot-’Em-at-45 
Problem. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND, o.. April 9.—Commander 
Booth-Tucker of the Salvation Army has 
called attention in a circular letter to a 
bill to create a colonization bureau and to 
provide for an advance to actual settlers 
on the public domain. 

He says that the bill was submitted. to 
Senator Hanna a few days before his last 
iliness, and that not only did it meet with 
the senator’ approval, but after reading it 
carefully he had offered to introduce it 
in Congress. 

Commander Booth-Tucker ndds that the 
bill has been carefully supervised by ‘‘some 

the best legal! experts,”” who are famil- 
lat ‘with the latest phases of irrigation, 
reclamation, and homestead legisiation. 

“i need hardly add.” he says, “that the 
bill is in no sense a Salvation Army meas- 
ure. While deeply impressed with the 
enormous advantages of a systematic plan 
for colonization of this character, and pre- 
pared to do all in our power to support 
and assist such a scheme. we are equally 
ready to stand aside and see the work 
carried on through the ordinary channels.’ 

In an explanatory memorandum Com- 
mander Booth-Tucker summariz¢s the bill 
as fellows: The formation of a coloniza- 


tion bureau, under the direction of a com- 
| Missioner of colonization, in connection 
phe the department of the interior; the 
| collection by the bureau of reliable in- 
ormatian for prospective settlers; the ad- 
vance to bona. fide settlers of from $500 to 
$1500 in cash or materials, for the purpose 
of enabling worthy but poor families to 
a homes for themselves upon the 
and; the issue of 3 per cent 60-year gold 
bonds to the amount of $50,000,000, not 
more than $5,600,000 to be issued per year, 
for such colonization urposes; the estab- 
‘lishment of worthy families on farms 
Which are not to exceed 40 acres irrigated 
and 80 acres non-irrigated land, to be paid 
for in easy installments. 

The main objects of the bill are “to 
lace the landless man on the manless 
and; to place sear pe A labor on un- 
, employed land,.by means of unemployed 
Capital, and thereby converg this trinity 
of waste into a unity of production.”’ 
| It is argyed that the measures would 
‘solve the problem of the middle- aged 
| workingman, who is at present not wanted 
iby the rma md and who in dase of losing 
his. position finds it exceedingly ‘difficult to 
‘get another. Commander ooth-Tucker 
says in reply to a possible argument that 
the action proposed savors of ternalism: 
“It would indeed be. paternalism to give 
the land or the mony or. the materials, but 
it is not paternalism to lend it at 6 per 
cent. This is a pure*business proposition.” 
Ccemmander .Booth-Tucker calls attention 
to the success of the New Zealand ad- 
vance-to-settiers act passed in 18%. The 
offic:al repert ofthe eighth year of its op- 
eration, up to March 31, 190, states that 
$18,000,000 has been adve need: that the pay- 
| ment of interest and principal has been 
| regularly ‘madc by the settlers; that there 
are no outstanding debts and that no se- 


ernment. Continuing, he says: 

“The Salvation Army colonies in the 
United States prove the suitability of the 
scheme for this country. Two of. these 
colonies are on irrigated land. About $300,- 
000 has been expended in settling some 
400 me women and children upon these 
lands. e colonists have consisted of 
worthy but poor families; the farms have 
averaged twenty acres. The cooonists are 
all self-supporting. On one colony hast year 
the cash income of the settlers averaged 
$800 per family. On another colony the 
business turnover amounted during the year 
to $200,000, while about $50,000 was paid in 
freight to the railroad companies. On this 
colqny there are now three schools, four 
teathers, and 170 children of school age. 
Families who started two to five years, 
ago with nothing. now possess farms 
farms worth from $2000 to $5000.

its introduction, and. should it be intro- 
duced, to prevent enidemics. This can be 
Obtained only by the dstruction entirely of 
every mosquito which has bitten the patient 
suffering with the fever. This can be ac- 
complished easily enough if the first case 
of yellow fever in a community is not over- 
looked or mistaken for something else. If 
the first case of vellow fever in a com- 
munity were properly and promptly diag- 
nosed and properly screened, the second 
case would never occur? 


Much Courage 
Is Required. 


“You-mist admit that {it requires cour- 
age for a physician to announce the first 
case of yellow fever in his city. No man 
knows this better than the physician him- 
self, and no man knows this better than

We are the priests 
to whom it is entrusted. You, sir, are the: 
high priest, responsible for the method 
in which that trust should be d arged by 
those upon whom this duty is entailed. 

"While we have control of the purse, 
if we exercise it as it has b@gen exer- 
cised in another country every pesynses 
that properly belongs to us will come 
back to our hands.

The total product of the Kansas 
field is now conducted through pipe lines 
and concentrated in the Standard’s grenxt 
storage plant near Neodesha, and in the 
Neodesha district alone there are 36 oil 
wells, with an aggregate daily production 
of 10,500 barrels. 

‘In addition to thelr tank farm at Ne- 
odesha the Standard O11] Co. has recently 
bought, near Caney, another tank farm of 
160 acres.

In. 1851, when crude petroleum on Oil 
creek, Pennsylvania, was worth 75 cents 
per gallon, it was tested as a material for 
the manufacture of illuminating for parties 
at the United States Chemical Manufactur- 
ing Co.'s works at Waltham, Mass, and its 
merits for that purpose fully established. 
But its scarcity at that time prevented its 
use in commercial quantities.

On Aug. 28. 1859; Col.. E. L. Drake, repre-

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SALT OUTPUT 


Twenty Million Barrels a Year Is Its, 
Product and It Is the 
World’s Best. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. . : 
CLEVELAND, ©O.; April 9.—Amer'ica'’s 
production of salt ndw exceeds 20,000,000 
barrels, which is nearly four times as much 
as it was 20 years ago. Of this total more 
than 2,000,000 barrels is table and dairy 
salt, and more than 7,000,000 barrels common 
salt, The states producing the greatest 
amount of salt are Michigan and New 
York, each with more than 7,000,000 barrels 
annually, and Kansas and Ohio with about 
2,000,000 and 1,000,000 barrels, respectively, 
fillowed by California, Utah and West Vir- 
ginia. The output in other states ig com- 
paratively small. f 

For several years the United States has 
led the world in the production of salt. Re- 
cent figures show that it produced 23 per 
cent of the world’s supply. Great Britain 
was second, then Germany and France. The 
world’s total production exceeds 12,000,000 
Short tons. 


Twenty thousand tons of the Ohio prod- 
uct is frequen in storage at one of the 
a producing centers in the north- 
ern Part of the state. The salt bearing 
strata from which this galt has been taken 
are said to traverse the valley of the Cuy- 
ahoga river for 26 or 30 miles, and are at 
a depth of more than 1500 feet. Frm the 
wells in this vicinity comes brine Ccontain- 
mg 2 per cent of saline matter. 

"ells with a diameter of six inches are 
eunk to the rock salt and lined with cas- 
ing pipe.

wn the first pipe by means of pumps Is 
necessary. because of the weight and spe- 
elfic gravity of the salt which is to be 
brought up. 

Brine thus brought to the surface is con- 
ducted by pipes to settling vats 120 feet 
long, 15 feet wide and built of wood. When 
free from sediment the brine is led to 
vacuum pans, which are airtight iron ket- 
tles fromewhich the air is pumped. By 
means of Steafn pipes heat is applied.from 
within. In the vacuum the brine boils and 
vaporizes at a temperature of 120 degrees. 
The brine is made to cireulate freély with- 
in the pan. With the concentration of the 
brine the fine grain salt leaves the pan 
and is carried in its slushy form to bins 
from which after draining it is conveyed 
to revolving cylindrical dryers. These sub- 
ject the salt to thot air blasts, the final 
process in producing salt. 

By another method, in another style of

Again. as in Michigan, salt 
is mined like s0 much coal or other mineral 
ard the impurities extracted. ' 

ke so many other industries of this 
day there has been.an evolution in the nro- 
duction of salt. The per cent of impurities 
in the best grades is too smal! to be worth 
mention. In many instances it is less tham 
one-half of 1 per cent. Vo reach this per- 
fection has required tireless effort. and now 
in point of purity as well as in amount of 
production the United States leads.

WINS RIGHT TO THIRD TRIAL 


Extraordinary Career of Man Who 
Styles Himself “The Cecil 
Rhodes of America.”

DES MOINES, Io., Apri 9§.—Defended 
by A. B. Cummuns, before he was govern- 


or, and Judge Charles A. Bishop, future 


in two tria.s m the Federal Court at an 
aggregate cost of $100,000, Letson Balliett, 
styling himself the “Cecil Rhodes of 
America,’ and the ‘western mining king,’’ 
has been granted @ third trial by the Cur- 
cult Court of Appeals. 

This young son of 8. F. Balliett, an hon- 
ored judge of the Polk County District 
Court, started half a dozen years ago upon 
a career of mining. He knew little or 
nothing of mines. He had attended the 
public schools of Des Moines and supple- 
mented this education with a course in 
civil and mining engineerfng. Then he 
opened an Office in this city, representing 
various mining companies, 

After two years in business here he 
moved to San Francisco, opened extensive 
offices; employed a dozen stenographers 
and c.erks, and began a gigantic business. 
fie secured a lease and an option upon the 
White Swan gold mine of Baker City, Oreé., 
and began 
low iigure, guaranteeing the property and 
holdiug out wonderful offers to stockthold- 
ers. His business thrived and the num- 
‘ber of clerks and stenographers increased 
proportionmely. 


He was at the height of his business ca- 
reer when suddenly the United SaAtes au- 
thorities arrived and arrested him on the 
charge of using the mails to defraud, three 
indictments having been returned against 
him in the federal court at Dest Moines. 


Continued Business 
After Indictments. 


Ww hen the case was originally called Mr. 
Cummins interposed a demurrer to the in- 
dictments. This was overruled and Judge 
McPherson ordered the. trial to proceed. 
In the meantime, however, District Attor- 
ney Miles had sent the case te the federal 
grandjury again, alleging that Balliett had 
continued business aiter the original in- 
dictments, as he had prior thereto. New 
indictments were returned. 

The matter dragged along for a year, 
Balliett continuing his business and tak- 
ing in thousands of dollars from investors 
all over the country. He bought a news- 
(paper in Baker City, and used it for adver- 
tising purposes. He bought the opera 
house there and managed it. He adver- 
tised in leading magazines and newspapers 
and eacclaimea himself as the ‘Cecil 
Khodes of America.’’ 

Finally, after a year’s delay, the case was 
called for ttrial and Balliett arrived with 
an army of witnesses. He was conspicu- 
ous with diamonds and costly gems, and 
lodged his witnesses (from ‘Oregon, Wash- 
ington, California, Massachusetts and lLili- 
cc {in the best hotel and paid all their 

Ss. 
_ The prosecution introduced evidence tend- 
ing to show that the White Swan gold 
mine was a hole in the ground, not even 
Ripa but filled with water and value- 

CSS. 

Balliett's defence had not opened when 
court Was convened one morning with only 
ll jurors in the box. The court waited, 
thinking the missing juror was simply 
tardy. Soon news came that the juror had 
killed himself in hig room. 

Balliett. stood on his rights, and there 
was nothing to be done but continue the 
case, although the expense had already 
pagsed $20,000. Balliett and his witnesses 
returned home and the case dragged along 
for another year. In the meantime Mr. 
Cummins was elected.and inaugurated ae 
Foverner and relinquished his law prag- 
tice, 

Last spring the case was called again, 
and Balliett and his witnesses appeared. 
Balliett had his father, .retired from the 
bench, and Judge C. A. pienop of the 
Polk County District Court to defend him. 

The case lasted a fortnight and morc 
than 100 witnesses, most of them coming 
2000 or 3000 miles, testified. Balliett intro- 
duced testimony to show that he was im- 
proving the. White Swan mining property 

nd that dividends would be forthcomi 
ih a short time. He asserted that his ad- 
vertising was: legitimate in order to in- 
crease sales of the stock. 

The case went to the jury whieh was out 
several hours. Finally it returned and 
asked for more instructions on the ques- 
tion of intent. Judge Munger was presid- 
ing, as he had exchanged nches tempo- 
rarily with Judge McPherson. He gave 
the ruling and within 15 minutes the jury 
returned a verdict of “Guilty as charged 
in the indictment.’’ 

Bishop argue for a new trial, but it 
was denied and Balliett was fined and 
ordered confined in the Polk County jail 
for a year. 

The case was appealed to the circu't 
court and a. year ssed...In the mean- 
time Judge Bishop became chief justice of 
the state supreme ourt an joined 
Balliett as a high 
state official. Balliett returned to Cali- 
fornia, only to find all his mail seized 
by the postal authorities and his offices 
closed. fie opened new offices, advertiged 
new property and went ahead as if 
nothing had happened. He admitted hav- 
ing over $1,000.000 worth of the White 
Swan shares of stock. 

Now the court of appeals at St. Louis 
has reversed the Balliiett case on an error 
in the instructions given the jury. by 
Judge Munger, and a new trial must be 
begun or the case dropped.

Those who are interested 1n knowing 
Judge Parker's attitude toward monopolies 
under the common law will find it in a 
notable ruling which he made in 1896 when 
sitting as a trial judge of the supreme 
court in New York City. 

James V. Cummings had been a member 
of the Bluestone Trust, and when the trust 
dissolved he sued the Union Bluestone Co. 
for $10.000 because it had violated its agree- 
ment with him. The defense waa that ths 
contract was In restraint of trade. and 
therefore against public policy. A motion 
was made by the defendant company that 
the court should instruct the jury to find 
a verdict against the plaintiff on the 
sround that a sujt to recover on a contract 
in restraint of trade could not be main- 
tained. Mr. Leo, a lawyer for the plaintiff, 
objected to the motion, and urged that the 
Bluestone. Trust had almed at nothing un- 
| reasonable. 

Then Justice Parker made hie ruling In 
these words: 


Monopolies Under 


the Common Law. 

“The fact that it may be reasonable or 
unreasonabte does not affect the rule, as l 
understand tt. The question is not what 
they are able to accomplish merely by way 
of increasing prices heyond what the pur- 
chaser ought to pay, but the law that says 
that any attempt by a combination of 
persons who get together to fix prices 
eo that the community is compelled to pay 
more than they otherwise would pay is 
detrimenial to trade, and to the public in- 
terests. It is not a question of whether 
by doing it they tix the price unreasonably; 
it is whether they do it so as to compel 
the consumer to pay a larger price than he 
would otherwise be compeiled to pay.” 

Mr. Leo: A mere agreenient to increase 
lthe prce may be lawful or it may be un- 
tawful, and that is a question of fact. Thai 
lis the very tendency of the decisions that

gefore yesterday. 

Justice Parker: The difficulty. with your 
argument seems to be the assumption thai 
f parties start out to accompl sh some- 
thing and fail, that their failure makes a

“Tt in not the duty ef one man te work 
for another unless he has agreed to, and 
if he has so agreed, bot for no fixed pe- 
ried, either may end the contract when- 
ever be choosen. The one may work, er 
refuse to work, at will, and the other 
may hire or discharge at will, The terme 
ef employment are subject te muthdl 
agreement, witheet let e, hindrazce 
from anyone. 

“If the termes do not suit or the employer 
does not please the right to quit is abso- 
lute, and no one may demand a reason 
therefore. Whatever one may do alone he 
my do tn combination with others, pro- 
vided they have no unlawful object In view. 
Mere numbers do not ordinarily affect the 
qua itv of the act. 

“Workingmen have the right te ergen- 
ize for the purpese of securiag higher 
wages, shorter hours ef tInber, er im- 
proving their reintions with thelr em- 
ployers. They have fhe right te strike; 
that in, to cense working tn a body by 
prearrangement anti] a grievance is re- 
dressea, provided the object ts set te 
aratify malice or inflict injury apes 
others, but to secure better terms of 
employment for themertives. 

“A peaceable and orderly strike, net to 
harm others, but to tmprove their own 
condition, is not tn violation of law. 

‘Stated in other words. the propositions 
quoted recognize the right of one man to 
refuse to work for another on any ground 
that he may regard as sufficient, and the 
employer has no right to demand a reason 
for it. But there is, I take it, no legal 
miection to the employe g'ving @ reasen, 
if he bas one, and the fact that the renson 
given is that he refuses to work whth an- 
other who is not a member of his organiza- 
tion, whether stated to his employer or not. 
does not affect his right to stop work, nor 
does it give a cause of action to the work- 
man to whom he objects because the em- 
ployer sees fit to discharge the man ob- 
jected to rather than lose the services of 
the objector. 

‘The same rule applies to a body of men 
who, having organized for purposes deemed 
beneficial to themselves, 
Their reasons*may seem Inadequate toe oth- 
ers. but if it seems to be in their interest 
as members of an organization to refuse 
longer to work, it is their legal right to 
stop. The reason may no more be demand- 
ed, as a right, of an organization than of 
an individual, but tf they e'ect to state 
the reason their right to stop work is not 
cut off because the reason seems inade- 
quate or selfish to the employer or to or- 
ganized society. And if the conduct .of the 
members of an organization in legsi in ft- 
self \it does not become Illegal because the 
orgahization directs one of its members 
to state the reason for its condmct. 

“The principles quoted above recognise 
the legal right of members of an organiza- 
tion to strike—that is. to cease working ‘n 
a body by prearrangement—until a griev- 
afhce is redressed, and they enumerate rome 
things that may be treated as the subject 
of a grievance, namely, the des're to obtain 
higher wages, shorter hours of labor or im- 
proved relations with their employers; but 
this enumeration does not, I take It, pur- 
port to cover all the grounds which w'll 
lawfully justify members of an organis- 
ation refusing, in a body and by prear- 
rangement, to work. The enumeration is 
imperative rather than comprehensive, for 
the object of such an organization is to 
benefit all its members, and it is thelr right 
to str’ke. if need be, in order to secure 
any lawful benefit to their members of the 
organization, as, for instance, to secure 
the re-employment of a member they re- 
gard as having been improperly discharged, 
and to secure from an employer of a num- 
ber of them employment for other members 
of their organization who may be out of 
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employment, although the effect will be to 
cause the discharge of other employes who 
are not members.

THE JAPANESE SOLDIER'S RATION. 
From London Truth. 

The other day I bpoke of rice and dried fish being the 
uniform food if the Japanese army in campaigning times 
This is the way in which the rice Is cooked: It is botled 
untiy quite thick and glutinous Next it is placed on & 
ceramic slab, rolled out and cut into squares The squares 
are then placed in the sun to dry and often turned. When 
bard as sea-biscuit and greatly reduced in weight they can 
be stored. A certain number are allowed each day to the 
soldier. All he hag to do is to break up a square fn boll- 
ing water and to add the dried fish, In a few minutes he 
has what seems to him a delicious thick soup. If he cannot 
procure boiling water he simply eats his rice cake dry. In 
the fruit season he substitutes fruit when he can obtain it 
for the fish The Japanese soldier, M. Pinchon tells me, has 
muscles like whipcord, is a sure shot, has an eye for land- 
marks and a memory for locality. He can do with three 
hours’ sleep out of the 24, is cleanly, attends to sanitary in- 
structions, is ardently patriotia holds his life cheap, and 
runs up hills like a goat. He costs the state about 44d a 
day and thinks himself well off. 


GOING TO BED IN TURKEY. 

A recent writer on Turkey says: ‘‘Bedsteads are not used 
by the Turks. Each room containg a large cupboard, built 
into the wall, in which the bedding is piled during the 
day, and at night the slaves come in when summoned to 
make up the bed on the floor. Other bearoom requisites, 
in the shape of washstands. dressing tables and wardrobes, 
are dispensed with as superfluous. For every day ablutions 
there is a washing room with a hole in the floor for the 
water to escape through, and if the hanun would wash 
her hands and face only, a slave brings the ewer and basin 
and pours the water over her hands.

First, the murderer was a@ man or 4 
woman who knew the Page family and 
was known by Mabel Page. 

Second. this man or woman viaited the 
house with intent to do what was done. 

Third, he or she must have had a mo- 
tive of hatred founded on the passion of 
either jealousy or revenge; or a lunatic, 
swayed by a long felt impulse to murder 
Mabel, must be the slayer. 

A minute search of the history 
Page family, and especially of 
Page's life, reveals no man or 
jealous of or wronged by Mabel 
people. 

Nine or ten years ago Mabél Page was 
engaged to a man named Ernest Hender- 
son. The engagement was broken off with- 
out anger on either side. Mabel’s father 
and mother did not think his prospects 
were such that, gently reared as Mabel 
was, he ought to ask her to marry him. 
They did not like ‘him. 

She persisted so far as to begin to make 
reudy the clothes for her wedding. Then 
she dismissed him. Henderson, whom she 
had first met in Europe, returned there 
and later married a girl of some means 
in Berlin. He is still in Berlin. So began 
und g0 ended the only love affair — 
is known to have had.

The Page house is an old two-story frame 
cottage, sitting back from the road called 
South avenue, which runs from Avuwburn- 
dale to Framingham, cutting through the 
outlying district of the town of Weston. 
The house is almost two miles from Au- 
burndale, the nearest station, which is on 
the Boston & Albany road. Weston is one 
of the wealthiest suburbs of Boston, but 
the rich business commuters do not live in 
the immediate neighborhood of the Page 
cottage. 

On the road toward Auburndale the neapr- 
est house is a quarter of a mile away. 
This is the residence of Miss Susan Cutter 
and her widowed sister, Mrs. Tyler, an 
invalid. 

Across the road, a hundred yards to the 
left, is a little district school house. 

The road to Merton runs at an acute 
angle to Seuth avenue at Cutter’s corn 
where Miss Cutter lives. This Merton road 
is in sight of the Page house and on the 
other side of ft is the home of Judge Ken- 
nedy of Merton.

Discovered Murder. 

Mr. Page, Mabel’s father, returned from 
West Newton on the Boston & Albany 
road early: in the afternoon. Instead of 
leaving the train at Avondale, as was his 
habit, he rode to the next station, River- 
side 

Then he walked through Newton Lower 
Falls to Newton street on ‘The Road 
to Wellesley,’ as it is called in the neigh- 
borhood. This rune into South avenue at

John Dooley eaid the old man walked 
slowly along this road a little before 2 
o'clock. 

He had stopped at a carpenter's shop 
in Newton and asked a question which 
made the man who answered him think 
his wits were shaky. His question was, 
where a man lived whose residence he 
ought to have known. Then he trudged 
along home. It may jpave been 2:30 o'clock 
when he reached his own door. 

What he saw is best told in his own 
words in a statement made to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent: 

“IT got home about 2 o'clock from New- 
ton and West Newton. On returning to 
the house I -was surprised to find the front 
door slightly open. It was always bolt- 
ed, especially when my daughter and the 
servant were left alone. 

“I walked into the sitting room and 
waited for about 15 minutes, as I should 
judge, thinking that Mabel had gone to 
see a neighbor and would return soon.

It appears that Mr. Page, standing at 
the gate, called to several persons without 
eactly making them understand what the 
trouble was. One of these, John E. Mc- 
Cullough of Brookline, who had been to 
the residence of Garrett Schenck, a rich 
man of Weston, to apply for a place as 
coachman. 

“Mr. Page came running to me as I ap- 
proached his house,” says McCullough. 
“Just ahead of me were two teamsters, 
their horses standing in the road. The old 
man seemed to be greAtiy disturbed. ‘I’ve 
just come home and found my daughter 
dead on the floor.’ he said to me. 

“I asked him if she had been murdered, 
and he said, ‘I don’t know.’ He did not 
ask me to do anything and I went on.”’ 

One of the teamsters was Timothy Fitz- 
gerald of West Newton. He drove back 
at Mr. Page's request to Judge Bennett's 
house and ‘told Mrs. Bennett that Mabel 
Page was dead, and asked her to tele- 
phone for a doctor and then go to the 
Page house. 

Mrs. Bennett summoned Pr. H. B. Frost 
of Weston, and went to the house. -

The Page family belonge? by 
connection to the aristocracy of 
Bdward. Page, the father, used to be an 
iron and -steel merchant, doing business 
in Milk street. He had a fine house on 
Commonwealth avenue, now the “show 
street” of this city The cottage in West- 
on, an .vid farmhouse, he bought for a 
summer residence 20 years ago. 

The Pages were a part of the social ac- 
tivities of Boston at that time: Mabel 
had many admirers. She had been taught 
at the best schools in Boston. 

A little more than 10 years ago Mrs. 
Page's didest son, then living fn the West, 
brought ruin upon the family by inducing 
Mr. Page to embark all. his fortune in a 
speculation In grain. This son has since 
died. After the crash the Pages sold their 
hquse in town-and moved out to the cot- 
tage. Gradually they lost connection with 
all but a few of their former circle of 
friends. The home of the eldest daughter, 
Mrs. Freeman, was almost the only house 
in Buston they vistted. 

They were on good terms and neighborly 
with all their neighbors, but intimate with 
none. Mr. Page. broken in spirit by com- 
parative poverty. did nothing. He went 
into Boston every week or so to talk to 
old friends in the business district, Har- 
old, the youngest child, now 81 years old,

“She had on her heat. Her sack and 
skirt, which was all that was lacking for 
her to be fully dressed, hung over the 
buck of a chair. The room was not dis- 
turbed. There were no signs of a strug- 
gle. Her jewelry on the dressing table 
had not been touched. 

“There was very little biood on 
floor. 

“When I could get my senses together 
I thought of what I ought to do. I felt 
that I could not leave her alone there, 
éven to go and summon help, 

“I went out on the road to tell some 
passerby to send me some one. Finally 
Dr. Frost arrived. and in the evening she 
medical examiner, Dr. Mead. He lodked 
at the cut In the throat and said, ‘It's 
a suicide,” and went away. This was at 
7 o'clock. 

“I dig not believe my daughter would 
have killed herself. No, I did not pro-

duty to make a further examination of 
the body. 

There are no coroners in Massachusetts. 
When a person is found dead the body 
must be left as it lies for the medica! ex- 
aminer, an officer who determines the 
cause of déath and reports to the district 
attorney. The latter, in his discretion, 
holds an inquest before A judge or re- 
frains from doing so. As yet no inquest 
has been held in this case. 


Dr. Frost merely cautioned the people in 
the house against disturbing the body. He 
told them Mabel had been dead for at 
least three hours. A nurse was sent for 
from the hospital in Waltham to be of 
service to Mr. Page, who was greatly 
broken down by this time. 


Negligence of 
Medical Examiner. 


Dr. Frost sent worw to the medical ex- 
aminer, Dr. Julian A. Mead, who arrived 
at the house about 7 o'clock. He entered 
the room where Mabel lay, and asked a 
few questions about when and how the 
body was found. He did not even take off 
his gloves. He stooped over, examined the 
cut in the throat, made no further scrutiny 
of the body, and remarked:

BOSTON, April 9%—The murders of a 
month have shown New England forth to 
the world as a much more dangerous place 
‘than the traditional wild and wooly West. 
#ifteen shock.ng murders in one month— 
nost of them absolutely without visible 
raotive—have gone far to spoil] the reputa- 


been given to this section. In only seven 

“ases out of fifteen have the police made 
arrests. 

The first murder was on March 1. On the 
morning after that day a brother of Mrs. 
Cella Marshall Smith, a woman 68 years 
old, who lived at Londonderry, N. H., found 
her brutally killed. Her head had been 
beaten to pleces with a bludgeon and ? 
knife had been thrust into her body. Sus- 
picion fell at first on the brother himself; 
later upon a farm hand known as Carle 
Brigham, who fied almost immediately and 
has not been caught. Robbery was the ap- 
varent motive for this crime, for it was 
thought that Mrs. Smith was wealthy and 
that she kept her money in her sleeping 
room. 

Two days later came another murder, 
this time in Beverly. A bartender named 
Joseph A. Hastings went over from Salem 
to Beverly and shot and killed Mra. Dora 
Trask, a woman with whom he was in- 
sanely in love. Hastings himself was mar- 
ried and Mrs. Trask had spurned his at- 
tentions. Hastings made no effort to get 
away and was caught the same day. 

A quarrel over a girl led ‘to the, murder 
of a mill worker itn Taunton, Mass., on 
the 8th. Pantilas Calavritimas shot and 
killed his cousin, Constantine Chipouras, 
and ran for it: He wae takén in Bingham- 
ton, N. Y., a few days afterward. 

On March 11\ Estell Taylor, a colored 
woman, was: shot and killed by Joseph 
Seaton, a colored man, in Springfield. 
Mass. Seaton was arrested and did not 
deny the murder. 


The next. which was discovered on March 
14, though it was probably done several 
days before, was a sinister mystery. Nar-

Manipulation of Grain Confronted by 
Poor Cash Demands and 
Good Crops. 


WHAT THE EFFECT MAY BE 


Foreign Demands for Wheat, Corn 
and Oats Cut Off—Flour Mills 
Shutting Down. 


BY GEORGE D. L. KELLEY. 


Can one-man manipulation continue in 
control of the speculative grain markets 
with all the conditions against him save 
one, that the undoubted ecarelty of con- 
tract grade? This is the question that 
confronts the trade. There is no denying 
the fact that contract grade is a scarce 
article in all grain—wheat, corn and oate-— 
and that fits absence makes the position of 
the short seller dangerous, eSpecially 
when there are too many of ‘“him"” and 
his selling the fayorite one of selling on 
breaks. But this deadneas in the cash 
market brought about by manipulated 
prices and the generally favoring promise 
for the 1904 crops are oonditions that may, 
if continued much longer, produce guch a 
tremendous wave of speculative selling 
that even the mighty manipulators mey 
be lost in its deptha. 


I cannot remember any time in previous 
sehsons when the extreme dullness in the 
flour trade was @o general ag to become 
almost universal as it is now. The soft 
and hard winter wheat mills of the East, 
South, West, the central regions and South- 
west, the spring wheat mills of the North- 
west, even the mills of the Pacific coast, 
to a considerable extent, are all affected 
with such slackened demands that many 
have closed down and the majority of 
those running are doing so on curtailed 
output. This, too, has not been for a short 
period, but for several weeks past, and in 
some sections for months.

practical use is the 
palm which is furnishing 
and shelter, as well aS many articles of 
commerce. The leaves of the cocoanut 
palm make the thatchéd roof fcr the 
houses. The trunk furnishes lumber fer 
the framework of the houses. The wood 
in the branches {is ured for fu l. A bundie 
of ribs from leaves called “eke.” is used 
as a broom and i* also am excelent weapon 
for caning a man. The husk of the nut 
supplies a fiber from wh-ch muatiresges are 
made. Brushes, yarn and are also 
manufactured from it. The shel of the 
nut furnishes fucl, as well as the material 
out of which artistic cups and Baucers are 
carved. The kernel when dried is coperan, 
which ts crushed to secure the cocoanut oil 
of commerce. The substance left after the 
juice is extracted is made into ponac, or 
cocoanut cake, an excellent food for cat- 
tle. Dessicated cocoamut and cocoanut but- 
ter, which are much used in America and 

Surope, a so come from the nut of the co- 
coanut palm. The nut is an important ar- 
ticle of food among tue natives of Cey- 
lon. 

Another species of cocoanut whick will 
be shown is called the arecanut and is used 
for decorative purposes. The nut, chewed 
with betel, as the Ameriean chews gum. 
is good for the dgestion. It is also an 
ingredient of a tooth paste used in America. 
The natives sometimes chew it m.xed with 
tobacco and that is injurious. it makes 
the mouth and lips very red.

the chapter on “The Airshop in War’ he 


| explains 


what this defense is. After de- 
scribing the proposed use of one of his 
airships by the French army as a meang 


|, of communication with a beleaguered city 


he goes on to say: bs 


“lL cannot abandon this topic, however, 
without referring to one unique maritime 
advantage of the airship. This is its navi- 
gator’s ability to perceive bodies moving 
beneath the surface of the water. 

“Cruising at the end of its guide rope, the 
airship wilil carry its navigator here and 
there at will, at the right height above the 
waves. Any submarine boat, stealthily 
pursuing its course underneath them, will 
be beautifully visible.to him, while from a 
warship’s deck it would be quite invisibie. 
This is a well-observed fact, and depends 
on certain optical laws. 

“Thus, very curiousiy, the twentieth 
century airship must become, from the 
beginning, the great‘ enemy of that other 
twentieth century marvel, the submarine 
boat! And not only its enemy,. but its 
master! For, white the submarine bout 
can do no harm to the airship, the iatter, 
having twice its speed, can cruise abeut 
to find it, follow ail its movements aad 
signal them to the warships against which 
it is moving. 

“Indeed, it may be able to destroy the 
submarine boat by sending down te it long 
arrows filed with dynamite and capable 
of peneirating the depths underneath the 
waves, impossib.e to gunnery from ine 
decks of a warship!” d

T MAY be said at once that any affec- 
tion of the heart may cause that or- 
gan to give way under the strain of 
sudden severe emotion.
